IMPRESSED WITH 


LAND OF FRANCE 


Capt. Forest Himes Writes In- 


teresting Letter 
After 


Reaching Destination 


Captain Forest ilimes of Compa- 


ny L of this cily writes his moth- 
er, Mrs. Thomas Ilinies of Merrill, 
the following U-t'cr from France: 


When I last wrote you, we were 


still on the boat in the harbor where 
we suffered for three or four days. 
I say suffer, for with land in sight 
it was indeed tninishnien' not to be 
able to pet out and get both feel on 
Mother F.arlh; however, our time 
came and we were soon marvhing on 
French soil. The climate conditions 
were much different than what I had 
expected, which lent joy to the oc- 
casion, for I had expected to find 
snow and perhaps a little cold, for 
wherever there is snow there is usu- 
ally some cold, but, on the contrary, 
I found the weather most delightful 
and the weaSher man making French 
weather 
true 
to history, *"Sunny 


France." It is Jhe most wonderful 
sunshine and climate I have ever 
been in. Perhaps it appeals more to 
me after coming from the V. S. A. 
where we were suffering with the 
cold, maybe not suffering, but; you 
know, after we get to be a certain 
age we begin to dread Ihe cold damp 
weather even of Spring. Here we 
found it warm and, as 1 say, it is a 
source of keen enjoyment, of real 
pleasure, to be able to sit outside in 
the beautiful sunshine of France. We 
found the homes of the French to 
be made of stone and cement and 
most of them perhaps a hundred and 
two hundred years old. Some older 
.perhaps, but 
Ihe customs of the 


French are different than ours. We 
are not satisfied to live in a house 
longer than ten years now; some 
are obliged to live in them longer, 


1 but those 
who can afford it 
are 


building new homes {every 
little 


while; but not so with the French. 
These homes are passed down from 
generation to generation and with 
but few improvements. I looked 
hard, strained my eyes for a glimpse 
of a wooden building but none were 
in evidence. I did, however, 
find 


some American timbers and lumber 
later on and felt like throwing my 
arms about it. 


Did I tell you how the American 


flag looks to an American over here? 
As you pass along the 
streets at 


home you sec the American 
flag 


flying from windows and doors and 
. other places, poles, too, I presume, 


and you pass it by withou! ever a

The engines are small but 


with all its inferiority to our equip- 
ment it seems to dr> the work and 
our transportation was run on sche- 
dule time. We were loaded in box 
cars and some passenger cars, but 
the men enjoyed 'he novelty even 
though it meant hardship for a day 
or two. 
They laughed and joked 


about it good-naturedly ami got a 
lot of enjoyment out of it while, 
if it was in America, you would be 
able to hear them kicking yet. The 
country we passed through the first 
day was extremely picturesque. It 
was a rolling country not unlike our 
northern Wisconsin with its hills 
and valleys but differing in many 
other ways principally in the fact 
that every inch of ground was un- 
der cultivation. There were cabbage 
plan!s up and ready for harvest. The 
grass was green and there 
were 


fields ploughed and ready for seeds 
of different kinds. 
No doubt the 


seeds were already planted, but the 
absence of fences and in their plac- 
es were hedges of different kinds, 


thus far. The discipline of the or- 
ganizations was fine, we having ex- 
perienced no trouble on the entire 
trip. We found our camp to be far 
above what we had expected and, 
instead of being camped in billets, 
we are quartered in barracks and 
in a delightful place and a fine cli- 
mate. Everything is fine and we 
are enjoying it immensely while it 
lasts. Our rations are ample and we 
are living real good. French roads 
and Frcnrh scenery has impressed 
us beyond one's imagination. The 
roads of France are the finest in any 
country and the trees, vegetation, 
and then 
the 
chatesus and old 


French mansions, as we would call 
them. Chauteaus, 
I guess, is the 


proper word, enclosed behind their 
iron gates and their stone walls 
all present 
a most 
extraordinary 


effect upon us Americans. 


I was in the city yesterday and 


took in the sights- I carry my own 
interpreter with me, so do nol ex- 
perience any difficulty in 
getting 


around. I confined my ambulations 
to looking at the buildings and sla- 
lutes and courts, ami occasionally 
would view the inside of a store.

war refugees by the Comforts For- 
warding Committee, conducted by 
the Christian Scientists of the Bos- 
ton district and located at 328 Hoyl- 
ston 
Street, 
Boston, 
during the 


first three months of the commit- 
tee's work. Among the goods for- 
warded weril tfi\000 knitted arti- 
cles and comfort kits, 5oOO articles 
of new clothing for French, Italian, 
Uelgian, and Serbian refugee chil- 
dren, and about 8000 selected second 
hand or remade articles of clothing. 


Une American ship has been sup- 


plied with enough knitted 
goods, 


totaling 3500 pieces, to equip all the 
sailors on board. A large number of 
the knitted garments and other com-: 
forts have been turned over to the! 


different war relief associations in 
Boston, which arc in direct commu-' 
nication with the people of their 
respective countries, notably 
the 


British, French, Italian, and Bel- 
gian association. Some of the re- 
vruits from Boston for the British, 
and Canadian forces were supplied 
with knitted articles hcf^rie they 
left home. 


A feature of the Comforts For- 


warding Committee's work 
which 


has brought splendid results is the 
"unit system* of preparing 
new 


garments for. refugee children. Ten 
of 
the committee were first in- 


structed in the making of a model 
garment, each of the ten instructed 
ten others and the latter became 
captains of teams 
of 
ten others 


whom they in turn instructed. Two 
groups of team captains meet at the 
committee's rooms every day to re- 
ceive instructions and material for 
use by themselves and the members 
of their respective teams, who work 
at leisure moments at home. Thus 
1110 sewers are banded together for 
this particular part of the commit- 
tee's program and they are turning; 
out an average of over 1000 gar- 
ments a week. In this work, they 
have been greatly assisted by one 
of the patriotic manufacturing com- 
panies of Boston, which offered and 
has undertaken to do all the cut-

ForbiddenI 


Federal food regulations provide that each family, hotel, restaurant or boarding house must not 


have on hand or in storage more than a 3O-day supply of flour or sugar. 


All having on hand more than a 3O-day supply of flour or sugar are requested to list the same 


with the county federal food administrator subject to his order, to be delivered to the place of pur- 
chase for redistribution when deemed necessary. By listing your surplus of flour and sugar with the 
food administration you would not be subject to the penalty of the law which for hoarding is very severe. 


All dealers are requested when selling flour to the consumer to sell an equal amount in pounds 


of the substitutes. 


Dealers are allowed a profit of 8O cents per barrel on flour and 8O cents per 1OO pounds on 


sugar, cash at store*

The Soldiers' and Sailors' Civil 


Relief Act, recently passed by con- 
gress, aims to protect soldiers andi 
sailors from undue hardship^ due to 
their inability to bring or defend 
lawsuits and to attend to their bus- 
iness obligations or property rights, 
during their 
absence 
in military 


service. 


A soldier or sailor may owe mon- 


ey on a note. Or he may have bought 
or leased land or tools or furniture 
on which an installment is yet due. 
Or he 
may have mortgaged his 


home, and be liable to foreclosure 
for nonpayment. Or he may have 
started a homestead or mining claim 
and be unable to continue the neces- 
sary occupation 
in the 
required 


period of time. Or he may have car- 
ried life insurance for several years 
and now be unable to keep up thei 
premium payments. Or he may have 1 
a money claim against one and dur- 
ing his absence Ihe lapse of time may 
raise a legal bar against suing for 
it when he returns. Or he may be 
sued on some claim in his absence 
and may b« unable to defend the! 
suit effectively while absent. 


In these and other ways he may 


suffer undue hardship. The object 
of this Act is to give relief from; 
such hardship. 


The provisions of this act 
are 


too numerous to «! forth .fully here.; 
The object of publishing the above' 
is to call the attention of friendsj 
and relatives of soldiers and sail-! 
ors to the fact tlrat Ihe Covtrnrr.ent 
has provided relief of this kind. 


Anyone who has knowledge of any 


case to which this act might apply] 
will pleas* notify Attorney S. S. 
Miller, and he will lake such aclion 
as may be deemed best to protect 
the Interest of Ihe soldier or sailor 
while absent in the service.
